TRAIN GIRLS 
FOR HEALTH.

ing about. In the firet place, she 
hereelf radiates health and energy. 
and in the second place. her expe- 
rience has been such as to make 
her an authority on the health of 
working women. As plant physician 
for a large rubber company, em- 
ploying thousands of women, and 
later as a lecturer on health topics 
to war workers, she acquired a 
large understanding of. and sym- 
pathy with, thelr problems. This 
oxperience has led her to believe 
that heredity and environment play 
relatively a small part in the health 
of the average individual. 

“Bome of the diseases we believe 
to be hereditary.” she declared, 
“but this feature of heredity has 
been greatiy exaggerated. We 
have so many girle coming here, 
blieming their mothers and fathers 
for various inherited disalLilities, 
really due entirely to their own bad 
living habite. Maybe their mothers 
and fathers had the same bad 
habits, but there is such a thing as 


progress. 

“Bad housing conditions and 
cheap food unquestionably make it 
harder for a person to keep well, 
but he can at least make the best 
of his environment. It doesn’t do 
eny good to sit around blaming 
things. Get what you n out of 
them. Every one has his maximum 
health within his grasp, and many 
are putting up witn a minimum.” 

This is not mere idle philosophy 


on the part of Dr. Meredith, for 
= and the other doctors who run 
the health center actually show girls 
and women how to get the most out 
of their environment. In this they 
are aided by the Y.W.C.A., which 
provides certain necessary props 
such as gymnasiums, tennis courts, 
swimming pools and other recrea- 
tional facilities at an abeurdly low 
sum. All of these are valuable ad- 
juncts to what may be called the 
Meredith system. 

As each gir| arrives at the health 
center she is taken upstairs and 
turned over to a charming elderly 
woman called the “Mother of the 
Center,” who takes down her family 
history. This consists of brief his- 
tories of mother and father; a 
list of diseases of which she has been 
a victim, especially those occurring 
in her childhood; facts concerning 
her living conditions—how she 
sleeps, what she eats and how much 
exercise she gets, if any—and des- 
criptions of any afflictions from 
which she is at present suffering. 

With this data tn hand, the doc- 
tors put her through a physical ex- 
amination. She is weighed, meas- 
ured, her strength and respiration 
tested, and defects, if any, noted. 
Just because a girl is not suffering 
from some specific ailment does not 
mean that she is well. She may have 
several defects which will eventually 
lead to a breakdown. In the past. 
some doctors have made physical 
examinations and their 
remedies on what they found, ‘ff 
they didn’t find heart trouble of 
lung trouble or kidney trouble of 
some other trouble, they sent the 
patient away, with a tactful hint 
or two about the futility of wasting 
a busy man’s time. en, a few 


months, perhaps a year, later, the 
gir! came back, showing one of the 
alarming symptoms the doctor had 
been searching for — a srmpton 
which might well have been pre- 
vented had the physician taken the 
treuble to Investigate the patient's 
daily habite and to show her how 
to correct them. 

Keeping well, as taught by the 
health center, is by no means easy. 
As one of the girls upon hearing it 
exclaimed, “Gee, that’s hard work.” 
Tt consiste in maintainme unre. 
stricted circulation through proper 
carriage, bathing and exercise; eat- 
ing substantial food (not neces- 
sarily expensive food) at regular iIn- 
tervals; drinking at least

All this was preparatory to curb- 
ing the power of the workmen in 
the factories.

The first commercial delydrat- 
ing plant for wine grapes in the 
United States, or in the world for 
that matter, according to &. A. 
Burrows, ite inventor, owned by 
the Pomona Valley Ded ydrating 
Company, is now in operation in 
Pomona. At the end of the first 
twenty-four hours run, it had han- 
died ten tons of wine «rapes, four 
and a half tons of which would 
have been useless otherwise be- 
cause of their overripe and broken

FEDERAL AID 
FUNDS COMING. 


Money Should be Spent on an 
Inter-County System. 


Main Highways Deserve Best 
Part of Appropriation. 


Automobile Registration Cash 
Used as Last Resort. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—That 
Federal aid funds should hereafter 


are included in an inter-county svs- 
tem of main highways, is becom- 
ing a fixed policy in many States, 
despite the fact that the nt 
Road Act does not require such use 
of the money. 

Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio. - 
diana, Illinois, Wyoming and Wash- 
ington are States which recently 
have practically decided to confine 
their Federal money to roads that 
count in well-defined State systems. 

STATE SYSTEMS. 
“Tf the national government its to 


continue the policy of appropriat- 


ing Federal funds to the forty-eight 
States for highways improvement, a 
positive obligation should be placed 


Upon the States to give aid to their 
county units,” rte President 
David Jameson the Afherican Au- 
temobile Aasociation, which or i- 
zation devoted its country-wide’ en- 
ergies to the passage of the Fed- 
eral Road Aid Act, and urged such 
legislation at a time when it was 
far from popular. 

“Tf it ie the correct thing — 
and we believe it is—for the 
wealthier and more settled States 
to give assistance through the Fed- 
era] treasury to the less populated 
and undeveloped parts of the coun- 
try.” argues Mr. Jameson, “this na- 
tional co-operation carries with it 
an obligation to the State to func- 
tion a8 a commonwealth in the 
form of inter-county roads bullt and 
maintained entirely at State expense. 

“While it has Leen found neces-

Grain and live-stock farmers are of course 
jubilant over the first rains of the season.

SOME CALIFORNIA 
SOILS NEED LIME. 


There are many kinds of lime. Perhaps 
a farm or orchard demands a certain form 
of lime, as indicated by the types of soll 
represen by the place. Not that all 
limestone or shell products are not good to 
correct acidity, but that one form will yield 
greater returns. 

While soil conditions in California vary 
so greatly with those obtaining in the Hast 


and Middle West, experiments by McoWUool 
and Miller in Michigan with lime, applied 
in combination with complete fertilizers 
last year, gave some remarkable returns: 

Rye, per acre, increased from $19.75 to 
$37.25. In heavy soils, the increase in crop 
value was $16.20 above cost of application, 
where lime and acid phosphate was ap 
plied at $3 per acre. Where lime, nitrogen, 
acid phosphate and potash at $10 per acre 
was used, returns of $43.50 above cost of 
application were realized. 

This shows the actual cash returns from 
properly balanced fertilizers.

SAVE THE STRAW. 
Threshing should not be attempted when 
wheat or straw is wet or tough, as good re 
sults can not then be obtained. Wheat can 
dry out much better in the head than after 


being threshed. If threshed wet and mar- 
keted immediately it is discounted heavily 
in price; if placed in «uw bin it is likely to 
} become hot and badly damaged. 


The wheat straw may be stacked in the 
open, stored in the mow, or spread at once 
over the field. When the price is good it 
may be sold. it should never be burned. 
Straw furnishes excellent roughage for live 
stock, while by using it for bedding in stalls

Every successful grower must necessarily 
give a great deal of his time in assimilating 
and putting into practice these modern pro- 
ducing metnods. Consequently he has little 
time to devote in becoming a marketing ex- 
pert, little time to give to legislative mat- 
ters affecting his industry, such as tariff 
questions, freight rates, etc., and it is utter 
ly impossible for the individual grower to 
obtain unbiased market information, and 
impossible for him to definitely know of 
foreign competitive conditions, where the 
crops he is growing are also produced 
abroad and imported to America in com- 
petition with the domestic product. Con 
sequently it is impossible for him to indi- 
vidually market his crop to best advantage 
The comparatively few growers remaining 
independent of their organizations usually 
turn the association's marketing informa- 
tion to their benefit. That is, they get un- 
der the association’s umbrella by selling 
their crops on a basis of the association 
prices and not on their own judgment. 

Every large growers’ co-operative associa- 
tion should be, and generally ts, in a posi- 
tion to gain and disseminate all suck in- 
formation to its members. It should, and 
generally does, exert its every effort in se- 
curing fair and equitable freight rates and 
reasonable tariff protection for its members, 
and these growers’ organizations are in a 
position to gain the best possible market in- 
formation both domestic and foreign.

Individual and community efforts In many 
cases have resulted in marked live stock 
progress in emall areas. The islands of

of this kind of accomplishment, but no large 
} country so far has endeavéred in an organ- 
| ized way to impfove all its live stock simul- 
taneously. 

The means of accomplishing most of the 
improvement, affecting about 200,000,000 
head of live stcoK, besides poultry, will be 

| through wider distribution and increased 
| ase of pure-bred sires and dams. 

Once the use of pure-bred sires becomes 

| general throughout the country, the process 
|of grading up will be rapid, it is expected. 


|Many experiments and also practical 


perience, when good sires are used, show 
that within three generations most of the 
individuals in a scrub herd headed by a 
pure-bred male resemble pvure-bred animals 
in appearance. In a few more generations, 
under skiliful breeding, the former scrub 
stock is graded up to such an extent that 
for production of meat and other animal 
products, they afe practically as useful as 
pure breds. The chief difference between 
a “high-grade” animal and a pure-bred is 
in the value for breeding. Only the latter 
can be used in producing pure-bred breed- 
ing stock. Moreover, only pure-breds are 
eligible to registry. 

The Department of Agriculture, through 
its co-operative State agencies, is preparing 
to supply live stock raisers with printed in- 
formation that tells in popular language 
the best animal-breeding methods and the 
advantages to be derived from their use. 
In addition, the Devartment of Agriculture 


for display, to every farmer agreeing to use 
only pure-bred sires and in other ways to 
co-operate in the better-live-stock effort. To 
obtain the emMem a farmer or breeder will 
be asked to fill out a simple blank show- 
ing the number and kind of live stock he 
nossesses and also to declare that all his 
male breeding animals are pure-breds. From 
the number and nature of the blanks re- 
ceived the department will be able to 
measure the progress of the crusade and at 
the same time obtain valuable statistical 
information which will be made public,at 
suitable times. 


NOT A NBW IDEA. 


The betterment of the nation’s live stock 
is by no means a new idea. The topic has 
been discussed at length in the agricultural 
press for many years. Agricultural col- 
leges, breeders’ associations, live stock or- 
ganizations, banking and other interests 
have worked to accomplish this end. 

A general co-ordination of the work, how- 
ever, now seems desirable, with a minimum 
of red tape and a maximum of red blood. 
The Bureau of Animal Industry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, in ‘co-operation 
with the State colleges of agriculture, wil! 
be responsible for the Iive-steck policies, 
especially in the matter of breeding work 
and the solving of scientific problems. The 
States Relations Service will work in co 
operation with the colleges of acricuiture 
for carrying the plan of actio: throvrs the 
extension divisions to every Livosiock own

SILAGE WEIGHTS AND 
CAPACITIES OF SILOS. 


The extensive use of silos is responsible 
for numerous calls for information regard- 
ing the capacity «* silos and for an esti- 
mate of the weigh o. silage under a variety 
of conditions,,,. The commoer method of 
making such estimates is by the use of 
tales of silo capacities published by silo 
manufacturers and by experiment stations. 
These tables are based directly or indirsct- 
ly upon a table published by King of Wis- 
consin In 1893. Recent investigations show 
that even when these tables are used ac- 
cording to the cirections of the originator, 
the results are too high, but as generally 
applied the tonnage is often estimated 25 
“er cent. ton high.

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Do not make the mistake of boring down 
into a stump with a wood augur and try- 
ing to blow it out that way. You will not 
do anything but shatter it up some, unless 
it Is so rotten that you could have nearly 
kicked it out. In the single load method 
the charge must be down under the stump 
where it can lift upon it and against the 
solid ground beneath. ; 

NUMBER OF CHARGES, 


In the electric biasting method I make 
use of from three to five or six charges 
around and partially under the stump. 

If the stump is small, not over two and 
a half feet at the cutofl, I use three, in- 
creasing the number of loads on stumps of 
larger diameter. A load can be bunched in 
the bottom of a small bore hole by the fol 
lowing method, known as “springing” by 
powder men. Prime, inserting capped fuse, 
a stick of dynamite near theend and tie fuse 
firmly to the stick, cut off the cartridge 
just below the cap with your, Knife unless 
you figure that you will need an extra large 
charge of dynamite-for your real lifting 
load afterward, when you will need of 
course to leave the primer longer. If the 
bore hole is free and open, pointing nearly 
straight down, and plenty large enough to 
allow the primer tosslip down easily, use a 
short fuse, light it and drop it into the bot- 
tom of the bore hole; if the bore hole is 
not clear and open and you anticipate any 
trouble in getting the primer to the bottom 
cut your fuse long enough to project above 
the surface and shove the primer down the 
more hole gently with your wooden—never 
metal—tamping stick, lighting the fuse

In summing up, the 
statement is made, “There is no ‘best meth- 
od’ of ridding land of stumps, and the selec- 
tion of a method for their removal should be 
determined only after a consideration of 
facts involved.”

Hidden values are some- 
times greater than the unhidden and are, 
therefore, deserving of attention. Take, for 
instance, the hidden valués of the m 
farm tractor. . 

Of course, these hidden values are more 

of an ethical nature than material. One 
t of the most effective of the hidden values 

of the farm tractor is the control it exerts 

upon the farmer, as well as the farm. 

The farm tractor is a great moral force 
as well as a mechanical one. One of its 
most salient features is the contro! which 
it exerts over the farmer himself. It com- 
pels the farmer to do better and more thor- 
ough work on the farm. 

The farmer operating a farm tractor is

vated crop the seed bed should be pre 
pared by plowing the land to a depth of 
six or seven inches several weeks before 

. It should then be harrowed at 
once and afterwards worked down with 
a harrow, disk, drag or rolier in such a 
manner as to kill all weeds that start to 
grow after rains and to settle the subsoll 
and keep the topsoll well broken up. When 
it is necessary to plow just befpre seeding 
the sofi should be compacted by rolling 
and harrowing several times before seed- 
ing.

PRUNING DEMONSTRATION. 

_WHITTIER.—With some sixty-five per- 
sons in attendance, the recent farm bureau 
lemon pruning demonstration at the place 
of A. T. Emory of East Painter avenue 
proved a profitable and successful under- 
taking. The demonstration was in the na- 
ture of follow-up work on trees pruned last 
year by Farm Adviser Hodgson on the oc 
casion of a similar demonstration. These 
trees were caretully tagged following the 
pruning last year and were thus in excel- 
lent condition for’ observation of the effects 
of the previous treatment. One large tree 
in particular which last year was selected 


trees pruned according to this system were 
slated to waste much energy and food in 
the production of useless growth. The rank

Soil erosion, the Washing away of 
earth by water, ts the farmers of the 
United States $1,000,000 every year. Soil 
losses from this cause occur im every State 
of the Union and in almast every county of 
‘every State. Nine years ago the National 
Conservation Congress reported that 4,000, 
000 acres of farm land had been practically 
ruined by soil erosion. 


Terracing is the most ve method of 
stopping erosion. Other means that should 
be employed in éonnection with terracing 
are deep plowing, growing cover crops, 
plowing under organic matter, contour 
plowing and underdraining.

HE millch goat industry of Southers 
California is tending toward & stdbie 
condition after passing through tlie 
stages typical of any pioneering enterprise. 
During the years following 1905, when the 
first Swiss goats from Europe arrived im 
California, the milch goat has simply been 
introducing herself and demonstrating her 
real worth. She has had to live down a 
vast amount of baseless prejudice due to 
ignorance of her merits and an exaggerated 
notion of her demerits. That she has done 
this with abundant success is evident when 
we consider the vast increase in the number 
of milch goats now owned in the southern 
part of the State; the demand for milkers 
to supply the family needs: the increased 
number of. successful goat dairies supplying 
milk for infants and invalids almost ex- 
clusively; the prices asked—and paid—for 
fine stock. 
In connection with the latter fact it is in- 


sideration of $1500. 

Two things, among others, have con- 
tributed to the recent increased demand 
for miich goats. The war, with its attendant 
high prices of milk, has pointed many 
thoughtful persons to the goat as a source 
of an abundant supply at a reasonable cost.

“the corn crib cross is a good cross,” or in 
other words, feeding is most esséntial, be- 
ing to the dairy cow what daily speeding is 
to a trotting horse, when it comes to de 
veloping the particular qualifications. The 
organs of digestion and assimilation are de- 
veloped like muscles, by use, and the man 
who never tries out his cows to see what 
they can eat and what use they make of it, 
is the man whose cows never will give milk 
enough to cover the dollar. 1 always con- 
tend that before a cow can transmit a quali. 
fication it must be developed and be an in- 
berent factor in her. Dan Patch never 
would have made the record he did if his 
ancestry had not been handled so as to be 
blessed with this quality. 
BREEDING ESSENTIALS. 

The three essentials to gain a coveted 

reputation as a breeder; are fair deaiings. 


animals of good conformation and high pro- 
ducing animals. To be a successful breeder 
one must gain and hold the confidence of 
the public. His alm must be to satisfy. An 
unsatisfied customer is a bad advertiser and 
on the other hand a suatistied customer is 
the best of advertisers. Two things a breed- 
er should guarantee; first, that his animals 
are free from tuberculosis; second, that they 
are breeders. 

The tuberculin fest by a competent veteri 
marian should determine the former qualifi- 
Cation, although many breeders ere going 
farther than this today, and Suarantecing 
their stock to stand a retest in sixty days, 
providing they are kept isolated ffom other 
cattle. ‘The reputation that some breeders 
have of “plugging” their cattle is surely not 
a very enviable one. This means, of course, 
that they have injected tuberculin into their 
animals previous to a test and that under 
such gonditions animals will not retest at 
time of test. 

The guarantee that animals are breeders 
is an assurance that gives buyers confidence 
and makes them more willing to spend their 
money liberally. To get animals of good 
conformation has been the work of breeders 
for generations, and the more careful a 
breeder is about his foundation stock, the 
less he will have to sacrifice in the weeding 
out process. No breeder, of course. ever 
had the reputation of having all animals 
born of perfect type, as there is always a 
tendency toward reversion back to original 
ancestry. The animals of demonstrated 
quality in performance, however, are the 
eafe animals. 

As important as some of the points of a 
good dairy cow may seem, they are not of 
such great importance unless accompanied 
with other good points to get that complete 
balancing. A cow might have ever so pet 
fect machinery but if she lacks in constitu- 
tion or nervous temperament, neither great 
production or persistency would be accom- 
plished. Great production is an athieve 
ment and has been brought about by 
who were and are artists at the due 


and who know how and whth and what to. 


feed; men who have studied pedigree and 
sought out females that had the ability to be 
great yielders of milk, butter fat, and profits, 
and to be reproducers that would have the 
ability to carry on the good work. 

SCIENCE A. HELP. 

Selence has been a great help in 
about this result as breeders = 
to analyse the different feeds so that the 
feeder could better balance up rations for 
best milk production. 

Great cows transmit their good qualities 
to their sons and they in turn to their daugh- 
ters. The first consideration of a good sire 
should be the records and individuality of 
his dam, but dependent in a large measure 
upon his grand dam and great grand dam. 
For the more of these good qualifications we 
can find in hig aneestry, the more true to. 
type and prod n he will breed. A wrong 
start takes to wipe out and let.as re- 
member that “Ike begets like” In constitu- 
tion, conformation, temperament, disposition 
and production. So the possibilities of es 
tablishing and maintaining a herd of pure 
bred dairy cattle today are dependent on 
viewpoint. If the breeder has a vision of the 
best and how to secure best results, success 
will surely be attained. 


DISCUSS SOIL MOISTURE. 
POMONA.—*“Soil Moisture Studies” was 
the subject of the evening at the last meet- 


ing of the Walnut-Pomona-Spadra farm bu- 
reau center at the Washington schoolhouse. 
Farm Adviser Hodgson, in presenting the 
subject, used a series of charts and all the 
equipment necessary for making soil mois- 
ture determinations, including the soi! tube. 
weighing scales, and soil cans. Com plete 
directions for sampling and ma&king the de- 
terminations were given. The more gen- 
eral us@ of the soil auger for finding out 
just what moisture conditions are under- 
ground was urged, the statement being 
made that only that afternoon a series of 
borings in a walnut orchard which the own- 
er believed to be well supplied with water 
and which was showing a henvy leaf-drop, 
revealed dry soil at two feet. Anoéher or- 
chard where a few trees have been dying 
was found to have standing water at six 
feet. Plans for center activities during the 
coming year were discussed and it was de- 
cided to carry on work for the deciduous 
fruit growers, the walnut men, the citrus 
men, the poultry raisers and on live stock 
improvements. Announcement was made 
of a pruning demonstration for deciduous 
fruit growers of thie district for Wednes- 
day, November,19, to be conducted by Dr.

No other county 
fair in the United States, it is safe to say, 
ean boast of such magnificent fair grounds, 
nor such wonderful exhibition buildings, for 
this fair was held in the former exposition 
grounds, now a part of San Diego's famous 
than 40,000 persons visited the fair in 
four days it was open. 


The main thoroughfare along which the 
exhibite were arranged ran through the 
“Model California Ranch,” which attracted 
so much attention during the exposition in 
1914. This model ranch was one of the 
greatest factors ever “invented” by Versa- 


tile Californians to wean easterners awdy

Recent investigations have shown that 
the soil often becomes infected “with smut 
and that even if the seed is carefully 
treated thé plant becomes infected from the 


‘| soil. - With this in mind, Prof. Mackie of 


the University of California developed a 
double treatment with bluestone and lime 
water that would avoid this trouble. Un- 
fortunately this method requires such care- 
ful manipulation that several farmers de- 
stroyed the germinating powers of their 
wheat and had to reseed their land. - 


There is no question put that smut fs @. 
very serious menace to the wheat industry 
of the whole Pacific Coast. It greatly re 
duces the yield and — 
pense much higher. 

Not single pound of wheat should bee 
sown that shows anv signs of smut and 
every kernel should be treated by one of 
the three methods, instructions for any of 
which can be obtained from the University 
of California. 

The Sperry Flour Company of Stockton 
has also been giving this subject a great 
deal of study and hopes that ft wil! be pos 
sible to develop a method whereby seed 
wheat can be treated for smut at the mills 
much cheaper and better than is possible 
on the farm. 

Some of the northern flour concern'’s in 
vestigations seem to indicate that the use 
of bluestone alone tends to retard the ger 
mipation of the wheat (this is also true 
with formaldehyde, but to a leg degree) 
and that if the seed so trea happeng to 
be planted during cold, damp weather the 
germinating power is so reduced that a very 
poor stand is often the result. bor this rea- 
son the company's agricultural experts have 
been inclined toward the use of formalde- 
hyde and have used it successfully on the 
company’s own experimenta! farms. 

On the other hand, the farmers in the 
Montezuma bills have for many years raised 
wheat almost entirely free from smut and 
all use bluestone consistently. Those ranch 
ers who get good results with bluestone, 
is said, all follow summer fallowing, sow 
their wheat early and get benefit of enough 


warm weather to germinate the seed.

Two of the prime essentials in the produc 
tion of baby beef type are still in feeding 
and.a fat beef market. Type does not al 
ways mean pure blood, but must mean 4 
blending of beef strains with, on the 
mother’s side, enough of the heavy milk 
strain to enable her to feed her calf to the 
limit until weaning time, and she must not 
be of any of our present dairy,types. Size, 
conformity, color—all must be taken into 
consideration. . The sire must be of the 
proper heavy beef type and of the wide, 
deep-bodied, thick-flesh, short-legged kind, if 
success is to be expected. 

Skill in feeging demands that the calf 
must be kept from birth to beef without ever 
a weaning period, making the extreme limit 
of weight at all times but always healthy, 
sparkling. To do this, knowledge, not caly 
of the food and how it is to be giyen, but of 
the animal to whom it is fed, and lastly a 
fat beef market.

found advantageous to raise the’ calves for 


the @Gatry herd on calf meal instead of 
whole miftk. The meal or gruel is edded 
to the ration in increasing amounts be- 
ginning when the calf is two weeks old. A 
feeding plan which will work out fairly well 
with calves of average size is presented in 
a recent bulletin of the Mission University 
‘College of Agriculture. 

The feeds used are whole milk, calf meal, 
grain and hay. Calves receive whole pritk 
unti] they .are weeks eld. For tae next 
week the quantity of milk is reduced and a 
pound of gruel added. In the fourth week 
the calves receive, nine pounds. of milk. 
three pounds of gruel, a little grain and 
some coarse hay or alfalfa. From thirty 
days to six weeks the ration consists of six 
pounds each of milk and gruel, together 
with a little grein and hay. The milk is 
thee discontinued and the calves receive 
twelve pounds of gruel, a hall-pound of 
srain and a smal! amount of alfalfa hay. At 
two months of age the calves are getting 
fourteen pounds of gruel, one pound of 
grain and have free access to alfalfa hay. 
The gruel! is discontinued after the fourth 
month, and the grain is gradually increased 
until by six months the calves are zetting 
four and one-half pounds of grain and all 
the alfalfa hay they will eat. 

Gruel feeding may be continued after the 
fourth month if desirable or it may be dis- 
continued at three months of age and the 
calf be put on a hay and grain ration ac 
cording to a plan which is described later 
in this cireular. 

Remember that calves will probably be 
less fat and smboth when fed on calf meals 
than when fed on milk. However, they 
should be of practically the same size and 
in a good thrifty condition. Milk is ore 
ferable as a feed and at equal costs <howld ‘ 
be given in preference to substitutes. The 
use of calf meal is valuable only when the 


selling price of milk makes the use of milk .

The United States 
has mot the greatest number, as many a 
ple suppose, but ranks setond 
more than 100,000,000. last 
thirty-three years Guernseys by far all 
other breeds in numbers of pure-bred cattle 
imported into this country, and of the five 
breeds leading the tmportations four Were 
distinctly dairy types. 

More than 8750 Guernsey cattle weré im- 
ported; Jerseys ranked second in numbers. 
with Durhams, including Shorthorns third, 
Holsteins fourth, and Ayrshires fifth. ‘The 
volume of pure-bred cattle importations 
has been extremely variable. 

Compared with other decades the world 
has had more cattle in recent years tha.. 
ever before, although, it must be remem- 
bered, population has increased also. The 
general trend of eattle development is, 
speaking in terms of the world industry, 
first, work animals; next, raising cattle for 
commercial beef; and, finally, commercial 
dairying in addition to the business of mert 
production. Throughout the world . the 
cattle industry shows general growth, but 
has made its greatest advance in regions 
where pasturage and feeds are more 
abundant, 

The recent trend of cattle development 
} indicates that beef production and dafry- 
ing are progressing generally outside of the 
immediate area that was swept by the War. 

Countries which depend largely on im- 
ported feeds appear to maintain relatively 
few cattle in addition to their. dairy cows, 
which have gradually replaced other cattle. 

Dairy cows have shown less fluctuation if 
number than total cattle. This condition 
is noteworthy throughout the werld over 
dong periods including adverse conditions, 
such as digease, drought. and war. 

European experiencé. indicates that 
when a country has reached the practical 
limit of cattle the land will maintain. 
further increase of milk produetion is ob- 
tained by improving the yield per cow. 

It appears logical that the United States 
can best meet changed world conditions, 
first. by increasing simultaneously both - 
number and qualy of its cattle.
